T he m ost a c c u ra te 1 
records prove th a t illiteracy, defi­ 
ciency an d delinquency were all 
greatly increased by lack of p ro p ­ 
er n u tritio n . 
T he care of chil­ 
dren, p articu la rly in the larg er 
cities, has really a g reat deal to 
do w ith good citizenship.

ly since. 
For six years she at­ 
tended the public schools of this 
city after which she entered the

After completing 
a course in domestic science a t the 
institution, she lived at home un­ 
til h e r marriage to 
Wilfred 
K. 
Smith on Nov. 19, 1912. 
She was prominent in the social 
life of the community, being a 
members of the Daughters of the 
American 
Revolution, the E ast­ 
ern S tar Lodge and the Fortnight­ 
ly a n d Bachelor Girls Clubs. 
She 
was active in promoting the high 
er life of the city, having been 
for twelve years a member of the 
Public Library Board and at tho 
time of her death, its vice presi­ 
dent and a mem ber of the book 
committee. 
In March, 1917, she 
was 
ap ­ 
pointed by the state organization 
of th e D. A. R. to organize a 
banaage eirale among the 
m em ­ 
bers of that organization in Crete, 
Nebraska. 
While the m atter was 
taking form the 
United 
States 
entered the war and it was deem ­ 
ed best to form a community or­ 
ganization. 
This was 
done 
and 
Mrs. Smith reluctantly accepted 
the presidency. 
French dressings 
were made for some time and 
then w'ork for the American Red 
Cross was taken up. A very large 
num ber of dressings were made 
and knitting and other work were 
carried forward o n a large scale. 
The responsibilities were heavy 
and th e duties exacting but Mrs. 
Smith bore them cheerfully, tho 
it is likely 
they 
overtaxed 
her 
strength. Among her last acts was 
to help in 
the 
inspection 
of 
the Christmas boxes, which ser­ 
vice gave her much pleasure. She 
looked forward to other fields of 
service for the Red Cross, after 
war needs had ceased, and during 
her last illness talked of the pos­ 
sibility of continuing the spirit of 
co-operation which had 
been 
so 
admirably shown by the women of 
the community. 


Mrs. Smith became a member 
of th e Congregational church in 
1894 and contii-ued to be actively 
identified with it. 
She was, for 
two shears, vice-president of the 
W om an’s Association 
and 
later 
served as president for a like 
period, 
refusing 
re-election 
in 
1918 because of the demands of 
the Red Cross work. 
Mrs. Smith was domestic in her 
tastes and had found much pleas­ 
ure in planning with her husband 
the new home which they p u r­ 
chased early in the fall. 
H e r death is a distinct loss to 
the community and to a large cir­ 
cle of friends in other places.
